of the tardiness o£ scholars. 


The action, or rathar the proposed ac- 


tion ,of the board on the sui>Jeot, 
the'recent meeting at the Hi£h School 
held to consider the matter have been 
reported In these-columns. 


Today, a reporter 
for this paper 


brought the subject once more to the 
attention of 
Superintendent 
McCly- 
inonds of the public. schools. Ju re- 
sponse to a number of questions pro- 
pounded by the reporter, Mr. McCly- 
monds spoke as follows: 
"Yes, the number of tardy and ab- 
sent marks in our schools is In excein 
of what it ought to be. These tardy 
marks are', somewhat on the : increase 
in our High School and 1 think not 
in the grammar and primary schools. 
I.fear we ha.ve not done in the past 
all that we should.have done to give the 
pupils habits of punctuality. 
Mr. MoCIymonds was asked if he 
thought tardiness, was a matter ol 
habit and replied: .... • 
"Yes, I believe if one Is regular ani! 
punctual in attendance' on dutv while 
young, the habit 
will 'be so formed, 
that it will be Impossible for such a 
person to be behind hand after man- 
hood or womanhood is reached. One, 
•who, in anyway Interferes 
with! the 
rights of.another Is selfish. It does In- 
terfere with-, the .rights of both.'teach- 
er, and class to have a pupil enter, a 
class-room after a recitation has com- 
menced. To permit a pupil so to do, 
.is to permit the pupil to acquire habits 
of selfishness. I do no; know how best 
to treat the evil. 'Thj subject Is an 
ln;rr'Tltnt one. It hns-been taken up 
In er.rnest by teachers and prmcipala 
and 1 fcave no doubt that valuable re- 
sults v;ill accrue from our present pf- 
fcrtB. 
A plan might be devise<l that 
would reduce the number 
of : tardy 
marks on our rolls and still not Be of 
much value to the pupils. Whax M;e 
must p.im at is to Vave our pupils ac- 
quire good habits in the matter. .The 
lack- .and good-J'/dgment of the. ulawj 
teacher together with the. ,ald' of'njo.st 
parents will find a solution'for the-dif- 
ficulty."

All the rooms are airy and sunny,' 
and comfortable.

The religious atmosphere surrounding 
the Home is clear enough for anyone 
to find.

But only forty-four Republican Sen- 


ators can be counted for the next Sen- 
ate with certainty, with a contingency, 
as to two more. There will be thirty- 
lour Democrats and twelve Populists. 
According to this estimate, the Repub- 
licans :..\vill not have a majority, and 
v,-ould not should they gain two Sena- 
tors now in doubt; With this gain, the 
number would just balance that of the 
other two parties. It is thought, how- 
ever, that a number of Senators, in the 
latter- division will make no opposition 
to the tariff and some other leading 
measures 'of the next Administration.

SI Hd $5 Lrins' Jaekeb and 


At the Church of the Advent, yester- 


day, Rev. Mr. Law spoke as follows 
on The Puritan: 


"I am getting very tired for one," he 


said, "of sitting quietly by and letting 
the Boston CongregationaJisls and Uni- 
tarian, make United States history for 
all the world and for all time. "What 1 
say tonight is not to provoke contro- 
versy, but to stimulate inquiry on the 
part of young Episcopalians, who have 
too long been made to feel that they 
should apologize for encumbering the 
earth in general and the United States 
in particular. It is true that Episcopal 
ministers do not talk politics, but when 
times arrived in history .which required 
stanch manhood and 
good material 
neither the Episcopal Church nor tlie 
Episcopal laity have been found want- 
ing:."The grand old Episcopalians of .the 
.Church 
of 
England . fought 
the 
battles of the Reformation in England 
and reddened the plains of Oxford and 
Smithfleld 
with their 
blood. While 
they were doing this the Puritans rah 
away to America and aet up a ..little 
tyranny of their own, in church mat- By 
ters, and were more cruel and brutal 
and heartless than the Romanists had 
been to them in England. If there is 
any glory in turning one's back to an 
enemy and running away, tne Ply- 
mouth Rock Puritans are entitled to all 
of that kind of glory they can carry. 
For my part I rejoice in that other part 
of the reform'ing army which remained 
at home and faced the foe and died on 
English soil. 
"Then these same Puritans have tried 
for hundreds of years to fasten the 
brand of disloyalty upon the Episcopal 
Church members of colonial days, and 
give the impression that they, the 
Puritans, were the ones who fought the 
battles of the American 
Revolution. 


Now see how far true this Is:'-. 
"Two-thirds of the members of the 
first Continental Congress, held at Phil- 
adelphia in 1774, were 
Episcopalians. 
Again, of the actual fifty-five signers of 
the Declaration of Independence thirty- 
four were Episcopalians, twelve Con- 
Ki-egationalists,- four ' .Presbyterians, 
three Quakers, one was a Baptist and 
one a Roman Catholic. Does that look 
like the Colonial Episcopal Church was 
disloyal? The resolution offered in the 
Continental Congress of 1776 declaring 
the thirteen colonies free and indepen- 
dent was moved by Richard Henry Lee 
of Virginia, an Episcopalian, 
and 
a 
vestryman into the bargain. General 
George Washington himself was 
an 
Episcopalian, and I have sat in the 
identical pew he occupied in Alexand- 
ria, Va. He was not only a warden of 
the church, but a lay reader of the ser- 
vices in the absence of.the minister. 
Thea, too, of the twelve generals ap- 
pointed by Washington early in the war 
eight were his fellow Episcopalians. 
"In spite of facts like these, which 
cannot be historically denied, the pub- 
lic school children of this land are 
given to understand that the Puritans 
were the blood and bone and sinew of 
this .Tiaticn. What is so-called history 
worth if it does not tell 
the truth? 
.Look up your honors, little Episcopal- 
ians, and do not allow yourself to be 
robbed of them. 
. 


"The first Christian service held in 
the.United States was conducted by an 
Episcopal clergyman of the Church.of 
England, at Jamestown, "Va., June 21, 
1607, named Robert Hunt. In 1G1S the 
first elective Assembly held :ln the New 
World niet In the Jamestown Church. 
It 
vf&a opened by prayer from the

"Is the church at large losing its grip on 


the muUU/uctes? Is -uh<e well filled pew the 
exception, whether hi jnart>le temple or 
wooden conventLcle? If statistics are not 
painfully asked, there has treen a steady 
increase of percentage in church meiriber- 
sh-ip, and yet n^t a" few '-places of worship 
wrestle, amid -tears and agony, over the 
problem of drawing an audience. What Is 
the trouble? Are our creeds too "narrow, 
straight laced or antiquated -to suit the 
nin-eteenith century spirit, or Is .the church 
lacking fa spontaneity of enthusiasm an-d 
fire ot consecration, or 4s there a skeptical 
taint in the atmosphere that cornea from 
.tlie tripods of -aji oracular soience or the 
eagerness and passion of a giross malter- 
iialism and mammon worshiip? 
"Wliatever the answer -may be, -this is 


sure, fh-at unless the Christianity of our 
time is wide awake -and sensitively alive 
to humani-ty's progressive neeti-s, anc 
adapted to feed and develop, ennoble and 
enrich the better life of today, -tire church 
cannot hope to cope, In any Ibrilllant way 


pearancse cinly."# J&ll"'Hb&ga' physical are 
bathed in.: tihis great. ocean ol. life. .It 
shows tbrbugn and .through every organ- 
zed form In its-appropriate ^modification. 
As sponges ii> the sea take up a portion o£ 
the water's mass within their boundaries, 
so -we form centers in which 'the universal 
Jiva temporarily, abides.
